much evidence of hysteria yet. Bu 
Urcady there arc hysterical attackb 
apori some individuals and organ 
.zations which—however mistake] 
—are sincere in their love fo: 
America. 


The monograph Divide and Con 


quer, put out by the Office o 
Facts and Figures, is a skelcloi 
textbook on propaganda method 
used by Hitler and Gocbbels. Div 
ide and Conquer warns the Amcr 
Scan people of certain specific up 
proa chcs by which the axis is try 
ing to soften us up. 


Properly applied, the informu 


lion, in Divide and Conquer is in 
valuable. Bui like any analysis o 
propaganda, it Ireads a boundarj 
line so faintly marked that th 
hysterical should not venture upoi 
it. 


The MacLcish monograph sum 


Diarizes 15 lies which, unqucstioi 
ably, axis propaganda is trying t 
put across over here. Most of th 
points are sound. But some requir 
reservations. And when these lu 
ter arc used by one man uguins 
another, or one organization agains 
another, we may well weigh care 
fully the animus that may be pre 
sent. 


For example, Divide and Cor 


quer lists as a Hitler propagand 
line the lie that "the cost of th 
war will bankrupt the nation." Doe 
this mean that everybody wh 
ventures to suggest economy is 
Hitler stooge? We hope not, fo 
we intend to demand econom 
wherever it will not hamper th 
war effort.

Goebbels wants us I 


believe. Does this mean that w 
can not criticize those Commui 
ists who even now are strengthei 
ing their positions in anlicipalio 
of post-war activities?

Nazi Warship 
Again Escapes 
British Planes 


LONDON —(/P)— The British air- 
orce which has been playing a 
badly game of hide and seek with 
!ic 10,000-ton German cruiser Prinz 
lugcn for more than two months 
aught up with the elusive warship 
ff the southern coast of Norway 
unday night and engaged her in a 
mining fight in which she 
ap- 


jnrently was gravely damaged, the 
ir Ministry announced Monday. 
First reports of the engagement 


ndicalc aerial torpedo hits were 
cored on the ship which evident- 
y was trying to slip back to a 
erman 
port 
from 
Trondhcim, 


vhcre she has been hiding out af- 
cr being damaged by a British 
ubmarinc, the communique said. 
The air ministry reported that the 


warship was escorted- by four de- 
troyers and a swarm of German 
ightcr planes which apparently 
ried desperately to ward off the 
British attack. 


The British planes strafed the 


decks of the destroyers with can- 
ion fire and shot down 5 Nazi fight 
ers, the ministry said, but it ack- 
nowledged that 9 British planes 
lad failed to return from the cam- 
bat.

.ish aerial forces was indicated by 
ho disclosure that it included Bau- 
'ort, torpedo carrying planes, Hud- 
son bombers, Blenheim bombers 
and Beau fighters.

3 Killed in 
Mine Explosion 


McMECHAN, West. Va. —(ff)— A 


terrific explosion killed three men 
in the Hitchman coal and Coke 
company mine early Monday and 
seriously burned two others. 


The company announced that 1C 


other miners in the area escaped 
injury. The men were clearing up 
a Sunday stone-fall 2% miles from 
the mine's entrance. 


Guards kept spectators from the 


mine entrance because the explos- 
ion knocked down high tension wir- 
es, severing the mine's power lines. 


A check failed to show definite- 


ly the nature of the explosion al- 
though mine observers believed it 
was caused by the accumulation of 
gas. There was no immediate evi- 
dence of fire within the mine. 


The blast was heard a distance 


of 15 miles. Tongues of flame shot 
from the entrance of the slope and, 
was visible at Bellaire, Ohio, 3 
miles distance across the Ohio riv- 
er. 


These ignited the pittle but this 


fire was quickly extinguished. The 
force of the explosion caused large 
fissures in the earth flanking the 
shaft into the mine.

Hitler argues. Does this mean we 
should not criticize those who are 
incompetent? We hope not. Even 
our government can not claim 100 
per cent perfection in its person- 
nel . 


And finally, there is the German 


contention that "American demo- 
cracy will be lost during the war." 
Inevitably we shall have to sur- 
render privileges we had come to 
regard as rights. We do that, will- 
ingly, as an evil infinitely prefer- 
able to the alternative of weaken- 
ing the anti-axis effort. 


But—are we foreclosed 
from 


warning against unnecessary at- 
tempts of egotistical individuals 
to grab for powers which arc anti- 
democratic? We hope not. We shall 
fight such grabs to the limit. 


Let's be realistic. Let's be ag- 


gressive. Let's be suspicious oi 
possible sixth columnists. But let's 
keep our heads. Let's not gel 
hysterical.
